This was 
a press release series contributed by John Boardman who played 
England in that game, liany of the people appearing in these reports 
were actual historical personages of the Edwardian period of our game. 
i-Iany others were taken from well known works of fiction though some- 
times with a considerable change of emphasis. Vox example, in the 
accounts of the activities of his friend Sh erlock Holmes which Br. 
'7a t son dictated to Conan Boy le, only occasional reference is made 
to Sherlock's brother, i r ycroft Holmes, In "Seuters Reports" things 
are seen from another and, no doubt, truer perspective t Sir iycrof t 
H olmes, a prominent government leader, is much to the fore, and 
his brother, Sherlock, only appears occasionally when some mystery 
must be cleared up. There are, of course, other characters of John's 
own Invention but, even then, thoy are often plausibly linked with 
historical or established fictional figures. Often, of course, 
John just sent in his Reuters Report in th e usual way and it was 
-out on stencil alon- with any \>rcnaganda from other -olayers. however, 
in BROB #'s 6 - 12, 17, 13, 21, 23, 24, Boardman mimeographed these 
things himself, and sent them to ^Schults in a bulk lot and the latter 
then stapled them to the sine* before mciling. Unfortunately, John 
overprinted to e. lesser extent than Bick did, .Is a result many of 
the issues which I have now received from Sohultz lack the Reuters 
Reports which should accompany them. On any orders for these tilings 
I will send a copy which includes the Reports when I have one, otherwise 
I v:ill send an incomplete one, unless specifically told not to.
